XIV.—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS. 


No. 37.—Notes on the Rainfall of Western Australia for October, November, 
and December, and the Year 1918. 

October.—The determining factor in the distribution of the October rainfall was undoubtedly the 
persistence of Antarctic low pressure influences. Monsoonal depressions also formed over the interior 
at frequent intervals, but the main effect of their presence was to accentuate the Northward surge of 
the Southern low pressure belt. Most of the rain during the month, therefore, fell in the South-West 
quarter of the State—roughly, from Northampton to Israelite Bay, and inland as far as Southern 
Cross and Norseman. A few light showers penetrated to other portions of the goldfields, and to parts 
of the Gascoyne, but otherwise the remainder of the State experienced an absolutely dry month. 

Over the area defined above as having been particularly favoured by the rain-bearing systems, 
moderate to heavy excesses above the normal values for the month were for the most part recorded, 
the chief exception being the lower half of the Great Southern country, where light to moderate de- 
ficiencies occurred, On the South-West coast showery weather was very constant, the only lengthy 
fine spell being from the 11th to the 16th. 

During the first half of the month frequent showers, but no heavy rain, visited the wheat belt. 
The latter portion of the period under review was, however, marked by three good general falls—on 
the 17th, 22nd and 28th—of which the last was the heaviest. 


November.—The November rainfall was, for the most part, light and below the normal for the 
month. Portions of the agricultural country, a considerable area in the South-East corner of the 
State, part of the Northern and central Kimberley districts, and scattered places on the central Mur- 
chison goldfield, however, recorded small excesses above the average. 
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Showers of Antarctic origin were frequent, but always very light, and, except towards the end 
of the month, were confined to the coastal fringe. On the 25t h, however, a complex tropical depres- 
sion, which had been gradually working Southward in two sections, one coastwise and the other 
inland, culminated in fairly general thunderstorms, affecting chiefly the South-West quarter of the 
State. This system was also responsible for hailstorms over some of the inland areas. The hail 
appears to have been heaviest ov r the belt of country from Pithara through Goomalling and 
Meckering to Corrigin. This distu ‘bance lasted until the end of the month, an concluded with 
showers of Antarctic character. 


In tie Kimberley thundershowers were fairly frequent, but no rain fell in the North-West or 
over the West Gascoyne. 


December.—Over the greater part of the State, the rainfall for December was very sparse. Only 
in the Kimberley and in the inland portion of the North-West, where thunderstorms were frequent, 
were totals of any importance recorded, and at many stations in those districts excesses above the 
average were met with. A few localities in the interior of the West Gascoyne and the far north of the 
East Gascoyne also recorded small excesses, but elsewhere the gaugings fell short of normal values. 

The little rain that visited sub-tropical areas fell mostly in the form of scattered inland thunder- 
storms and light coastal showers, the latter chiefly on the 1st, 8th and 22nd. 


Year 1918.—Over the greater part of Western Australia the year 1918 was one of ample rain- 
fall, but it was not without abnormal features. Amongst the more notable were the phenomenal rains 
during the opening months, more especially in February. January was productive of frequent de - 
pressions, which brought bountiful rains to the tropics, but reached the remainder of the State as 
little more than heat-wave systems. ‘The final phases of two of them, however, resulted in very heavy 
downpours in the extreme South-West (on the 20th and 26th). 


With the opening days of tie ensuing month a “ Willy Willy’? appeared on the North-West 
coast, and brought heavy rains to the Tropics and Goldfields. 

Ordinary tropical depressions, associated with rain and intensely humid conditions, followed at 
regular intervals. Even in the Tropics, where summer rains are the rule, the averages were greatly 
exceeded (10-38 inches above normal at Broome), and at a large number of sub-tropical stations, espec- 
ially over the Murchison and Eastern Agricultural areas, all previous records for February were eclipsed. 


After the 25th the weather underwent a decided change. In the tropics the summer rains ceased 
suddenly, and over the remainder of the State a dry spell lasted until about the end of March, when 
another unusual feature came into prominence. On the 25th and 26th a general and heavy rainstorm 
swept over the South-West quarter and Goldfields, yielding totals in excess of the month’s average at the 
majority of stations ; it was associated with violent thunderstorms and some local hail, and during 
the succeeding two months almost every disturbance was similarly characterised. In Perth, for 
example, scarcely a week passed without a terrific thunderstorm, During this period the systems were 
varied in type ; some were clearly indicated on the isobaric charts, but of minor importance as rain- 
producing factors. To this type belonged a visitation on 21st April, which was reminiscent of the 
“Willy Willy” which visited our Western Coastline in February 1915. Others influenced the baro- 
metric readings very little, but were none the less active rain-bearing agents, while others again were 
well defined on the charts, and productive of violent wind and widespread rains. The most important 
were those that occurred (1) in the opening week of April, as a result of which the Eastern Agricultural 
areas and Coolgardie Goldfields registered totals in excess of those recorded for any previous April, 
except that of 1900 ; (2) between 9th and 14th May, when severe gales were experienced on the West, 
South-West, and South coasts ; and (3) 20th and 25th May, when parts of the Nor’-West participated. 
The May rainfall was chiefly confined to the Gascoyne, South-West quarter and South coast, where 
excesses occurred, but on the Goldfields the month’s totals were light. 


With the opening days of June, winter conditions were well established. The rain fell throughout 
the month almost incessantly. On and near the coast, and at many agricultural centres, it was one 
of the wettest months ever experienced, but to the East and North it diminished in intensity, being 
about normal in the Gascoyne and Goldfields, 


A totally different aspect was presented in July. After a brief rainy spell during the opening 
days, the remainder of the month was practically a continuous dry period, broken by a single rain- 
storm from the 2Ist to the 23rd. In all, only about half the normal rainfall was registered in the West 
and South-West and over the agricultural country. Another unusual feature of the month was 
the occurrence of moderate rains in the Kimberley. 


After the close of July, about six weeks of persistently showery weather, chiefly controlled by 
passing Antarctic depressions, ensued. Heavy gaugings were almost entirely absent, and consequently 
this period, although an improvement upon the dry July weather, was not up to the usual standard, 
Towards mid-September, however, an abnormally active Antarctic disturbance was followed closely 
by a storm of Tropical origin. The combined activities resulted in about a week of wet weather, cul- 
minating, on the 15th, in one of the finest rainfalls experienced during the whole Winter Season. Agri- 
cultural prospects, which were decidedly good prior to the end of June, but received a severe set-back 
as a result of the dry July, now brightened considerably, but a dry fortnight, which occupied the latter 
half of September, again occasioned considerable anxiety, as it was believed, in many quarters, that 
the winter rains had finally ceased for the year. 


October, however, saw a recrudescence of the showery weather that prevailed in August, and, on 
the whole, both this and the preceding month were in excess of the average in the South-West quarter, 
but deficient elsewhere. The final month’s rainfall was sparse over all sub-tropical areas and gener- 
ally deficient in the Tropics, although good excesses were encountered at certain localities. 
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Taking the year’s totals as a whole, excesses were shown along the whole coastline (apart from 
three or four minor exceptions) from Cossack to Israelite Bay, and inland to the Eastward fringe of 
the Murchison and Coolgardie Goldfields. The Kimberley country North from Turkey Creek like- 
wise recorded more than the normal amount (to the extent of from one to four inches). The largest 
excess occurred at Winning Pool (12-84 inches above), and excesses of 10 inches or over were also met 
with at widely separated stations on the Southern Murchison and in the South-West. 


At many agricultural centres the normal was surpassed by as much as seven or eight inches, but 
on the other hand, a large number showed differences of less than one inch from the average values, 


The great majority, however, both in the South-West quarter and on the Goldfields, were from two 
to five inches above, 


_ Deficiencies, of very variable quantity, occurred in the greater part of the Kimberley and DeGrey 
districts, at several places in the extreme East of the Murchison and Coolgardie Goldfields, and on the 


extreme South-East coast. At Condon, in the North-West, the defect amounted to five inches, but 
in no other case did it equal three inches, .
